At last week's council meeting 
the councillors were just about 
to reject the application to epen 
the centre when the Shire Sec- 
retary, Mr. J. W. Waters, said 
he had just received a letter 
from Mr. Ingwersen asking if 
he could meet councillors to dis- 
cuss the matter. 

The councillors agreed to this, 
and the matter will come up 
again at the council’s next meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Ingwersen had written to 
the, Shire council: “As I am al- 
ready in business dealing with 
the young people of Altona, 
namely the record bar opposite 
the Altona station, I have been 
able to talk extensively with 
them regarding a slot car racing 
centre and their reaction has 
been very enthusiastic. 

“I feel that a slot car track 
would be in no way a. liability

“I realise that you have had 
some’ trouble in the past from 
an amusement centre in the 
same area. But my project

A proposal to build a 
motel in Paw Paw Road, 
Altona North, will come 
before the Altona Shire 
Council’s next meeting. 

The land is at present being 
used as a used car yard. 

At the council’s meeting last 
week the Board of Works cor- 
Tespondence on the application 
was received. 

The Board has forwarded a 
duplicate of an application it 
had received concerning the 
motel from Mr. M. Nelson, of 
19 Estelle Court, Altona North. 

The land is Lots 4 and 5 in 
Paw Paw Road, and it has a 
frontage of 184 feet. 

The Board told the council 
that Mr. Nelson proposed to 
erect a motel consisting of 30 
units.

This would include the preser- 
vation of beaches, ensuring the 
natural beauty of the foreshore 
was not lost or destroyed, pre- 
venting the deterioration of the 
foreshore, and improvements. 

When this report was presen- 
ted to the council last week, 
Cr. Lee told the councillors that

No Private Caravans 
on Apex Park | 


Altona Shire Council has been told 
that it cannot lease any part of Apex 


Park to a private person whe wants to 
establish a caravan park on it. 


Private people are not allowed to make hand- 
some profits out of public parklands, councillors 
were told at last week's meeting. 


The council had sent a formal 
letter to the Lands Department 
advising of discussions that 
were proceeding. 


The Department wrote back: 
“We.desire to advise you that 
council as the committee of 
management of this permanent 
reservation for recreational pur- 
poses is not empowered either 
by virtue of its appointment as 
the committee or by any provi- 
sion of the Land Act, to grant a 
lease to a private person for de- 
velopment as a caravan park.” 

The Shire Secretary, Mr. J. 
Waters, told the council that it 
would be authorised to operate 
a caravan park on Apex Park 
if it wanted to do so itself. 

But any fees received would 
have to be paid into council 
funds, and there would have to 
be a yearly accounting of re- 
ceipts and expenditure. 

Tt would also have to show 





how any surplus had been 
spent on development of the re- 
serve. 


Mr. Waters said that if the 
council still wanted to press on 
with arrangements for a private 
person to develop the caravan 
park, State iegislation would 
have to be sought to enable the 
reserve to be transferred from 
its present category to that 
similar to Altona Sports Park. 


In such a case, the council 
could be given a lease of Apex 
Park with authority to sublet 
for caravan purposes. 


“But the departmental officer 
points out that the department 
; would not approve a‘ lease ar- 
rangement being made whereby 
4 private individual would make 
a handsome profit. 

“And, of course, -legislation 
would depend on Parliament 
anyway,” Mr, Waters said.

CRITICISM 


In his Excellency’s speech to 
members of both Houses of 
Parliament, one or two matters 
to which I wish to refer were 
mentioned. Any criticism I 
might make is meant to be ob- 
jective, and is not meant to re- 
flect on the Governor himself. 
it will be made in the hope that 
the Government may take 
notice. In the speech, all Minis- 
terial responsibilities but one 
were referred to. It would ap- 
pear that contributions were 
made to the speech by all De- 
partments except the Depart- 
tment of Immigration. This De- 
partment deals with the arrival 
of people in this country, but 
it might give some considera- 
tion to helping thése people to 
establish themselves in the new 
community. It might be thought 
that immigration is not a State 
Government responsibility, but 
I suggest that we, as citizens of 
this State, have a responsibility 
to. immigrants: to ensure that 
they have every opportunity to 
become assimilated and settled 
in this country and realise they 
are among people who welcome 
them. . 


IMMIGRATION 

In Queen's Hall, on the wall 
adjacent to the Legislative Coun- 
cil, there are a series of paint- 
ings which, to some extent, por- 
tray the waves of immigration 
to this country over the past 
century or so. The first paint- 
ing to be seen is that of a 
sailing ship which, to me, indi- 
cates the problems and struggles 
of the early pioneers on arriving 
in this country. The next paint- 
ing depicts the pioneers in the 
bushland, clearing. the Iand in 
preparation ,+for cultivation. 
Another painting depicts a bark 
hut, and another has a ‘cross 
within it, with an urban area 
like, a large city. in the back- 
ground. The last , painting. 
which is perhaps out ‘of colour 
—if I may use that expression— 
with the other paintings, por- 
trays tranquility. I wonder 
whether this Government feels 
that we have gone most of the 
way, but have not quite reached 
the stage of. the final painting. 


I mention immigration because 
a large number of persons re- 
siding in the electorate which I 
have the honour to represent 
have come to this country from 
Europe in an attempt to make 
a new life in this land but, be- 
cause of the economic condi- 
tions prevailing at this particu- 
lar time, they find that they 
now live in a land which has a 
two-pay-packet economy. Be- 
cause of this, many social ques- 
tions revolve around the econo- 
mic system under which we live. 
People who are establishing 
themselves in a new land find it 


t 


necessary for both father and 
mother to go out to work in an 
attempt to buy a block of land 
or to pay off a house. There- 


fore, they are forced to be 
away from home for long 
periods of the day. One feels 


that the Minister of Immigration 
could apply himself to the prob- 
lems associated with our immi- 
gration policy. I do not know 
whether he is in fact respon- 
sible for this situation, but, in 
my opinion, it is a social ques- 
tion associated with immigra- 
tion and, unfortunately, immi- 
gration received no mention in 
his Excellency’s speech. That is 
one reason why I draw this mat- 
ter to the attention of the 
House. 
ROAD-MAKING COSTS 
In the last issue of the “St. 
Albans Observer,” .readers were 
greeted with the heading ‘“Road- 
making Costs Shock.” I bring 
this matter to the notice of the 
House because a large percen- 
tage of the people who live in 
this suburb of Melbourne are 
migrants who have chosen to 
live there because they were 
able to buy relatively cheap 
land.* The municipal counci} has 
now decided to construct the 
roads, and residents have dis- 
covered that they are to be 
charged in the vicinity of $24 
a foot for road-construction 
costs. Because both parents 
have gone to work, the stage is 
being reached where the home 
is almost paid for and they are 
becoming .free of debts—they 
are perhaps reaching that stage 
of relative tranquility which is 
depicted in the last painting to 
which I referred earlier. Now 
they find they are faced with 
perhaps the highest road-making 





charges in the metropolitan 
area. This is a reflection on 
municipal government within 
this State, and I should be 


pleased if some research could 
be undertaken and some con- 
sideration given to the ability 
of persons to pay, or io the 
formulas which are applied to 
the allocation of street-construc- 
tion costs in newly-developed 
areas in this State. 

COMMUNITY-MINDED 

MIGRANTS 

I now turn to other problems 
associated with migration and 
to consider how best we can as- 
sist migrants to become assimi- 
lated in the community. I be- 
Heve that every assistance, con- 
sideration and help should be 
given to encourage them to join 
school committees, take an ac- 
tive part in their particular 
trade union or professional or- 
ganisation, join a progress as-_ 
sociation, and perhaps become 
interested in municipal or State 
Government. This state of 
.affairs can. be achieved only if 
the older residents set an ex- 
ample of encouragement. It be- 
hoves each of us to do what 
he can to assist these people 
in this way. 

I might perhaps be excused 
if I appear fo be a little paro- 
chial, but in the municipality of 
Altona, some advance has been 
made in the assimilation of new- 
comers to this land. Of the nine 
councillors of the Altona Shire 
Council, four are perséns who 
have migrated to this country 
since the second world war. One 
councillor is a Scotsman, one 
hails from Holland, one from 
Lithuania and another from 
Poland. In their municipal ac- 
tivities, I believe they, have 
made a great contribution to the 
life and to the future develop- 
ment of the municipality. I feel 
that similar assimilation can_be 
achieved in many other districts 
if honorable members encourage 
and assist these people and in- 
dicate that when they become 
naturalised citizens of Austra- 
lia, they are at liberty to as- 
sume the responsibilities in their 
districts. 





OBJECTIVE CRITICISMS OF TEACHING 


SUPERANNUATION. 
- CEASES 


Tonight, I do not propose to 
discuss some of the problems 
relating to education which have 
been canvassed in this Chamber 
over the past couple of months. 
As a teacher before I was elec- 
ted to this House, I direct to 
the attention of honorable mem- 
bers certain anomalies which I 
believe exist when teachers are 
elected to Parliament. The first 
anomaly occurs in respect of ‘a 
teacher's superannuation benefits 
upon election. When -a teacher 
of the Victorian Education De- 
partment is elected to Parlia- 
ment, he immediately ceases to 
be a member of the teaching 
service, and the social security 
which was available to his wife 
in the event of his death auto- 
matically ceases. The Parlia- 
mentary Pension Fund does not 
give any security to the wife 
and family of a member until 
he has been a member for, I 
think. eight years. 

I suggest that the three trus- 
tees of the fund should give con- 
sideration to this matter. Even 
if it means higher contributions 
by members during their. first 
eight years of membership, pro- 
vision could be made’ for social 
isecurity for the“wife and chil- 
dren of a member in the event 
of his leaving this earthly place. 
This .situation was pointed out 
to me by three members of the 
Opposition. Before entering this 
House, I was contributing for 26 
units of. superannuation, which 
would have provided a sizeable 
income to my wife and three 
children, but this’has now been 
lost. I think this is something 
of which potential ‘members of 
Parliament should be made 
J aware. 


LONG SERVICE LEAVE 
One other anomaly which I 
consider exists in the teaching 
service relates to long service 
leave entitlements on resigna- 
tion. In industry, when a per- 
son has served in a position for 
a period which entitles him to 
long service leave benefits, if 
he resigns his position, he is 
entitled to a lump sum payment 
in lieu of the long service leave 
he could have taken. But this 
situation does not apply to the

teachers in the employ of the 
Education Department. In this 
regard, I was most fortunate be- 
cause, having been endorsed by 
my, party to contest the Deer 
Park electorate at the next 
gencral election, I elected to 
take six months’ long service 
leave due to me and had al- 
most completed my leave before 
being elected to this House. 
However, this anomaly dogs 
exist, and I hope -the Minister 
of Education will examine this 
situation at some future date. 

Having made what, I hope, 
are two objective criticisms of 
the teaching service, I wish to 
say to the Government that, as 
a member of the teaching ser- 
vice, I appreciated the fact that 
during the past four years whilst 
I was a municipal councillor and 
also a commissioner of the 
Board of Works, the Education 
Department, or this Govern- 
ment, saw fit te allow me to 
carry out my duties as a com- 
missioner of the Board of Works 
without any restriction upon my 
time and allowed me freely to 
represent my municipality on 
that Board. I make this point 
because I believe this is a break- 
through so far as teachers are 
concerned in this State in being 
able to take public office without 
having any restriction placed 
upon them by the Education De- 
partment. 





IN CONCLUSION 


In conclusion, when I was 
elected to this House. I asked 
whether, instead of being sworn 
in at the normal time at 4 p.m. 
I could be sworn in following the 
suspension of the sitting for din- 
ner. I made that request be- 
cause the people whom I rep- 
resent have to go about their' 
daily tasks and are not able to 
be present in this Chamber un- 
til the evening. .I was grateful 
that the Government met my re- 
quest in this regard. I also ap- 
preciate the fact that I have 
been able to make my maiden 
speech tonight. I thank the 
House for its indulgencé in 
listening to me so attentively. 
I look forward now to being 
able to participate to the fullest 
extent of my ability as a mem- 
ber of Her Majesty's Opposition.

Accident Prone 


Altona Shire Council won’t back a 


proposal to have overhead traffic lights 
installed at the intersection of Millers and 
Kororoit Creek Roads. 


The proposal came from Mr. A, Piekarski, sec- 
retary of the Altona North branch of the Democratic 


Labor Party, of 17 Eames 


Mr. Piekarski said the corner 
was “‘aciddent prone,’ and rate- 
payers considered that overhead 
lights could clearly indicate to 
motorists that a dangerous in- 
tersection was ahead. 

At last week's Shire council 
meeting, Cr. H. W. Lee said the 
council should write to Mr. Pie- 
karski thanking him for his in- 
jterest, but the expense of erec- 
ting such lights would “hardly 
be justified.” 

He said this was especially so 
when the cost of taking down of 
the existing lights was to be con- 
sidered, also. 

Cr. Lee said he felt the exist- 
ing lights on the side of the 


Avenue, Brooklyn. 


road could easily be seen. 
“People who cannot see them 
must be blind.” 

Overhead lights, he said, were 
harder to see because of the 
light background of the sky, and 
because a car's sunvisor so of- 
ten obscured a driver’s upward 
line of sight. 

Cr. Lee said: “We have done 
all that is humanly possible and 
if motorists don't take any 
notice of the lights that are al- 
ready there, we can't stop them. 

“Accident prone? I don’t think 
this corner is any more accident 
prone than any other.” 

The council adopted Cr. Lee’s 
suggestion.

He 
said that two years ago council 
granted a permit after being 
promised that the wrecking 
would be of one type of vehicle 
and that it would be done behind 
fences. 





New Church For 
Altona North 


Altona Shire Council has given 
permission for a church to be 
erected at the corner of Cresser 
and Mills Streets, Altona North. 


At last week's council meeting 
councillors received a duplicate 
application from the Board of 
Works. which had been presented 
by Messrs. Papazinis and Kate- 
hakis, of 55 McDonald Avenue, 
Altona North. * 

The application was for the 
erection of a church on Lot 553 
in Mills Street, and a Sunday 
school on Lot 554 at the corner 
with Cresser Street. 

The Shire Secretary's report 
on the matter said that the land 
was zoned as “residential” and 
it had a frontage of 100 feet to 
Mills Street with a depth of 120 
fect along Cresser Street. 

He said the council's plann- 
ing scheme permitted churches 
and ancilliary works in residen- 
tial zones. 

He said that it would seem 
that, subject to accommodation 
being made for the parking of 
cars—that is one car to each 
nine persons who could attend 
the church — the application 
would comply with the regula- 
tions laid down by both the 
council and the Board of Works.

THIEVES ACTIVE AGAIN 


Every year reports are heard of fishing equip- 
ment being stolen or damaged from the various fish- 
ing boats left moored off the beach. 


This year fishermen 
warned to keep a closer lookout 
on their boats as it appears an 
organised group are at work, 
stealing anything they can lay 
their hands on.

Announcing these increases, 
the Director of the Fisheries and 
Wildlife Department, Mr. A. 
Dunbavin Butcher, said that 
these increases merely approxi- 
mate more closely to the in- 
creased prices on most commo- 
dities. Licence fees have not 
been increased for years, Mr. 
Butcher said—1929 for Oyster 
Licence, 1930 for Boat Registra- 
tion, 1949 for Netting Licences, 
and 1956 for Angling Licences. 


“With year-round trout fish 
ing in many lakes, $2 for an In- 
land Angling Nicence is still very 
good value," Mr. Butcher said. 


He, also warned anglers that, 
in spite of rumours to the con- 
trary, the Inland Angling Lic- 
ence only entitled the holder to 
fish in Victorian waters.
